Federal Court 
Kills Tennessee 
Racial Law 


MEMPHIS, Tenn. (J>—A federa 


judge-has struck down Tennessee's 
school segregation laws and ap- 
proved the state's plan for gradu- 
ally opening "colleges to Negroes.* 


The ruling was handed down 


Monday by Dist. Judge M- S 
Boyd after a- briskly conductec 
hearing. 


The decision cut two ways. For 


Negro forces, overthrow of segre- 
gation Jaws was a victory. Thej 
considered approval of the gradual 
integration plan a partial defeat. 


Negro lawyers asked for im 


mediate integration. They, feared 
the Tennessee plan could set a 
precedent for the touchy problem 
in the "moderate" Sou'ch — the 
fringe states where the issue is not 
quite so fiery. 


Under the plan, Negro graduate 


students are now eligible for ad- 
mittance to any of the . colleges 
controlled by the State Board of 
Education^.. Integration .will step 
down one class a year. 
: * 


Freshman classes will be open to 


Negroes in five years. Although 
Negro lawyers said an appeal will 
be filed. Judge Boyd ruled the plan 
is now in effect. 


The suit was filed by five Mem- 


phis Negroes who asked that segre- 
gation laws be declared unconsti- 
tutional, and that Memphis State 
College be enjoined from rejecting 
their applications solely because of 
race. • 


The ruling did not open college 


classes to any of the five Negroes 
who filed the suit. All of them 
are undergraduates or potential 
freshmen. 


Billion-Dollar Freight Rate

authorized an indefinite continuation of the fciJlaon dollar a year freight 
rate increases which it granted toe railroads in 1952.

Economist Says New Law 
Improves Grain Marketing 


URBANA—Farmers and grain 


dealers are storing 1955 grain 
crops under a new and improved 
state warehouse law, according to 
L. F.'Stice, farm economist at the 
University of Illinois. 


Main effeU of the new law is to 


improve the value of gram ware- 
house receipts issued under Illinois 
law. Under the old law Illinois 
grain warehouse receipts had a 
much lower standing than receipts 
of Iowa and other adjoining states. 
This was due to inadequate surety 
bonds and to inadequate super- 
vision in licensing warehousemen, 
in issuing and canceling warehouse 
receipts, and in general supervi- 
sion of the program by the Illinois 
Commerce Commission. 


Stice says the new act corrects 


these weaknesses by five provi- 
sions: 


1. It gives the Illinois Commerce 


Commission greater control over 
issuing and canceling warehouse 
receipts. 


2. It requires warehousemen to 


have a stronger surety bond. 


3. It prohibits warehousing of 


grain for the public without a li- 
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cense and issuance of warehouse 
receipts. 


4. It legalizes the transfer of 


stored grain by a warehouseman 
to another 
licensed warehouse 


within specific restrictions. 


5. It appropriates $75,000 to the 


Illinois Commerce Commission to 
inspect and supervise grain ware- 
houses licensed under the act. 


In addition to expediting the 


marketing of grains, Stice says 
these measures will benefit gram 
producers, warehousemen and lo- 
cal lending agencies. 
t 


Farmers can use warehouse re- 


ceipts for stored grain as collat- 
eral for operating funds, which 
they haven't been able to do. 


Warehousemen stand to gain in 


two ways: First, they should be 
able to make more efficient use of 
their space by storing for farmers 
and others. Second, if the status of 
Illinois warehouse receipts is suf- 
ficiently improved, they may not 
be required to have a special sure- 
ty bond to store for the Commod- 
ity Credit Corporation, as is now 
the case. 


Local banks and other lending 


agencies can increase their volume 
of business by loaning money to 
farmers, warehousemen and oth- 
ers on Illinois warehouse receipts. 
This has long been a sound and 
accepted practice where grain is 
stored under federally 
licensed 


warehouses. In»fact, much of the 
ownership 
of n o n f a r m-stored 


grains from one harvest to another 
has been financed in thia way. 


But for the new Illinois grain 


warehouse act to be effective, 
Stice cautions, there must be good 
supervision by the Illinois Com- 
merce Commission and coopera- 
tion between producers, the grain 
trade and lending agencies.

spections of egg- handlers in the 
state since Aug. 1. 


The information and education 


committee is made up of repre- 


sentatives of agencies and organi- 
zations interested in the egg indus- 
try. It was named by the Illinois 
Poultry Industry Council to lend 
poultry industry support to en- 
forcement of the law. 


According- to the law, all eggs 


bought from farmers must be can- 
dled before they are paid for, and 
all unfit eggs must be returned to 
the farmer without being paid for. 
The law also requires that all eggs 
sold at retail be labeled either ac- 
cording to grade and size or as 
"ungraded "

Unix fruity of Illinois 


By L. II. SIMEKL 


Many farmers have asked, "Why 


has farm income gone down while 
the income of most other groups 
has gone up?" This is an impor- 
tant question, and it deser.-es an 
hor.est answer. 


As a first step in answering 


this question, let's look at three 
facts about farm and nonfarin 
income: 


1. In a general way the incomes 


of farmers and nonfarmers tend to 
rise and 
fall 
together. During 


severe depressions, such as the 
1930s, both farmers and nonfarm- 
ers suffer. During wars and other 
inflationary times, farmers and 
most other groups enjoy increas- 
ing incomes. 


For example, from 1929, a year 


of general prospertiy, to 1932, a 
year of severe depression, farm- 
ers' cash receipts dropped 58 per 
cent,, the incomes of industrial 
workers dropped 56 per cent, and- 
corporate profits changed to loss- 
es. 
' 


And from 1910 to 1P52 cash farm 


receipts increased 300 per cent, 
the income of industrial workers 
went up 270 per cent, and profits 
went up about 300 per cent. 


2. The second basic fact about 


the relation of farm income to 
the income of other groups is 
that during an inflation the net 
incomes of farmers go up much 
faster than the incomes of most 
other people. Then, later on farm- 
er lose their temporary advan- 
tage. 


Here are the official figures: In 


1940 gross farm income was 10.9 
billion dollars and prduction ex- 
penses were 6.6 billion, leaving an 
operators' net income of 4.3 bil- 
lion dollars. By 194" gross incojne 
was 34.0 billion dollars, expenses 
17.2 billion, and net income 16.8 
billion. Thus production expenses 
went up 163 per cent, gross in- 
come climbed 212 per cent, and 
net cash income ran up 290 per 
cent. 


While net income of farm op- 


erators went up 290 per cent, the 
average annual 
income of the 


employed industrial i worker went 
up only 97 per cent. 


After 1947, wages in industry 


began to catch up with the pro- 
cession of inflation. Rising wages 
and other costs increased market- 
ing margins, leaving a smaller 
and smaller share of the consum- 
ers' dollar for the farmer. Then, 
too. rising wages increased the 
costs of machinery, fuel, and oth- 
er things that farmers require in 
operating their farms.-And. final- 
ly, 
higher ' pay 
for "industrial 


workers boosted farm living- costs 
so that each dollar oC the declin- 
ing net farm income buys less 
tharr it did in the years before 
1950. 


3. In the long- run still another 


fact prevents farm income as a 
whole from advancing as fast as 
total nonfarm tncome. That is the 
trend 
toward 
industrialization, 


ever-increasing proportion of our 
During 
the past 200 years an 


ever-increasing proportion of our 
people have been working in in- 
dustry and commerce. At 
first 


their share of the national income 
was small. Now, as a larger share 
of workers are employed off farms 
their share off the national in- 
come is increasing and the farm 
share is decreasing. 


A lot more could and should be 


said about the decline in farm in- 
come, while national income goes 
up. We will say more sometime 
soon, but right now we are out 
of space and time.

farm laws ena'cted by the 69th gen- 
eral assembly of the state of Illi- 
nois: 


Brucellosis in cattle. An amend- 


ment 
requires 
quarantine 
and 


branding ("B'r on the left jawj of 
registered 
and purebied cattle 


which react to the brucellosis test 
unless otherwise positively identi- 
fied with a reactor tag. The cattle 
affected are those over 36 months 
old for which registration applica- 
tion has been filed with the regis- 
try association and all animals 
more than 36 months old which 
have been vaccinated between four 
and eight months of age. The 
amendment also regulates testing, 
identification, quarantine, and dis- 
posal of other positive reactors. 


Brucellosis in swine. The Swine 


Brucellosis Act was amended to 
state that breeding swine over 
four months old entering Illinois 
for breeding and exhibition must 
now be accompanied by a health 
certificate, and Illinois breeding 
swine over four months old for 
exhibition must have official bru- 
cellosis certificates. (The act for- 
merly said all swine.

to law during the past session of 
the legislature." It represents a 
codification, revisoin, and consoli- 
dation of the statutes of Illinois 
relating to the organization and 
operation of drainage districts. 
The old drainage law, which was 
contained in 26 separate acts, was 
repealed^ by this new law, effective 
Jan. 1, 1946. 


Turn signals. The Traffic Act is 


amended to provide that every 
new motor vehicle of the second 
division sold in this state after 
July 1,1936, shall be equipped with 
a signal device to indicate the 
driver's intention to turn right or 
left.

U. S. Outsmarted Itself 
In Case of John Provoo

WASHINGTON CB—John David 


Provoo, once found guilty of trea- 
son and sentenced to life imprison- 
ment, has beat the rap because 
the government outsmarted itself 
and kept him in custody too long 
before trying him. 


A supreme court decision Mon- 


day left him free of the charges. 


The government reportedly spent 


one million dollars trying to con- 
vict him.' One government lawyer 
fiaid this was the most important 
treason case since Aaron Burr's. 


Provoo's story is strange. So is 


the government's handling of him. 


Provoo, a Cahforman now 38, 


went to Japan to learn the lan- 
guage and study the Buddhist re- 
ligion. He returned home in 1941 
and, a few months before war be- 
gan, enlisted in the Army. He was 
shipped to the Philippines. 


Captured by Japs 


He was among those Americans 


" captured by the Japanese at Cor- 
regidor. Right there, the govern- 
ment; argued years later, Provoo 
became a turncoat by posing- as a 
Buddhist priest and offering to 
•help the Japanese. 


He was in a Japanese prison 


camp until the war ended in 1945 
but then the Army held him a 
prisoner for seven months while it 
investigated him. Nevertheless, it 
honorably discharged him Aug. 17, 
1946. 


He reenhsted 18 days later. But 


in 1949 the Army again held him 
as a prisoner in the stockade at 
Ft. Meade, Md., awaiting court 
martial on a charge of homosex- 
uality. 


Then on Sept. 1, 1949, the Army 


transferred Mm to Fort Jay, N. Y., 
and the next day dishonorably dis- 
charged him. Immediately 
the 


Justice Department had the FBI 
arrest him on a«treason charge. 
He was indicted on that charge by 
fl. federal grand jury in New York 
on Nov. 19, 1949. 


Prisoner 3 Tears 


But the government kept him 


prisoner three years before bring- 
ing him to trial in October. 1952. 
Some of his American fellow pris- 
oners testified he had been kind. 
Some said he had been a vicious 
bully and Japanese collaborator. 


The defense argued that Provoo 


had -used his knowledge of Japa- 
nese to ease the lot of fellow 
prisoners and to this end might 
have curried favor with his cap- 
tors. Any propaganda help that he 
might have given the Japanese was 
defended as forced under pain of 
punishment or even death. 


On Feb. 11, 1933 a jury found 


him guilty of treason, specifically 
for aidmg She Japanese with propa- 
ganda broadcasts and being part- 
ly responsible for the, execution 
of an American Army captain. 
Burton C. Thompson, by informing 
on him to the Japanese. The judge 
gave Provoo a life sentence. 


Defense Won 


Frovoo's court-appointed lawyers 


fought Ihe guilty \"erdici and won. 
On Aug. 27. 3954 a federal Appel- 
late Court in New York overturned 
Ihe verdict toy ruling Provoo should 
have been tried "for treason in 
Maryland, where he had been in 
the Army, Instead of an New York. 


Why had the Army on Sept. 1 


suddenly transferred ham to New 
York,to discJiarge him? And how 
come the Justice iDcpartmcnt -was 
ngJji there to grab Jiim on a trea- 
son charge? 


A government Jawyer later testi- 


fied, "an effect, that this was all

Before trial could begin his law- 


yers argued: Provoo's constitution- 
al rights had been violated by the 
government in holding him so long 
before bringing him to tnal. 


The constitution's Sixth amend- 


ment promises every accused per- 
son ttfe right to a "speedy and 
public trial." The federal judge, 
Roszel C. Thomsen, agreed and 
ordered Provoo released. 


The Justice Department appeal- 


ed to the Supreme Court to re- 
verse Judge Thomsen and order 
Provoo to trial. The supreme court 
upheld the judge Monday.

Since Stalin died the Russian leaders have sought to 


make a <*reat thing out of the so-called "collective rule" that 
supplanted the dictator. They have talked of it almost as if 
it were some kind of glorious democratic phenomenon. 


' Actually, in the view of most experts on the Soviet un- 


ion the committee rule that developed was sheer necessity, 
nothin^ more. No one man was sufficiently powerful to pick 
up the scepter dropped by Stalin, and rule without challenge. 


The committee structure was just a facade, however, 


behind which the struggle began for Stalin's power. The 
first victim of that battle was Beria, head of the secret po- 
lice The second was Malenkov, the nominal head of govern- 
ment until this year. And now Molotov. the tough, prac- 
ticed diplomat, the "Old Bolshevik." is being pushed down. 


All these moves have been accomplished through the 


rising might of Khrushchev, secretary of the Communist 
party. He began his real climb soon after Stalin s death, 
when he replaced Malenkov as top man in the party. Malen- 
kov's dramatic stepping down showed the world the real 
shape of the internal struggle.

Molotov has not resigned but merely confessed "error." 


But of course this is more than enough in Russia to damage 
his position seriously. It is very possible he is being kept on 
at his post as foreign minister because Russia has no one 
else so skilled in advancing the Communist cause at the coun- 
cil table. 
,. ., . , . 
Neither Malenkov nor Molotov are being liquidated in 


the old Red style. This might be because in admitting error 
they have in effect destroyed themselves as power wielders. 
It might also be because the Russians know they cannot im- 
press the outside world as smiling peace-makers if they elimi- 
nate their opponents with dum-dum bullets. 


There seems to be no question that Khrushchev's position 


has been further advanced by what Molotov has done. But 
the stocky party secretary is not yet so firmly fixed that he 
can dispense with the appearance of committee rule, nor with 
the fisure of Premier Bulganin standing in front of him.

No one outside the Kremlin can be sure exactly what 


Khrushchev's relations with the Red army are at this time. 
Bulganin's presence high in the picture suggests some de- 
pendence by Krushchev on the military. It suggests also 
that the final showdown, telling whether or not Khrushchev 
is to become a true dictator and Stalin's successor, will be 
fought between him and the army. 
Again and again speculation has had it that Marshal 


Zhukov represents the military in this potential combat. Time 
will show if it is so. 
The eyes of the world will be fastened now on the popu- 


lar Soviet general and the army's political factotum, Bul- 
ganin, to see whether the military has the will and the 
strength to resist Khrushchev.

In many cases, the difficulty, 


legardless of whether it is in the 
husband or in the wife, can be 
discovered and rectified either by 
medical or surgical means. 


IX WOMEN, for example, the 


Rubin test which is used to dis- 
cover whether the passageways 
by which the egg passes to the 
womb are open, has been of great 
use in diagnosing sterility caused 
by obstruction in the tubes. 


Besides such definite causes for 


infertility in men and in women, 
it is now known that in many cases 
ihe inabilitv to conceive is not 
complete, but is temporary and 
caused by some minor ailment. 


A slight anemia, a vitamin de- 


ficiency, severe -underweight or 
overweight, or other deficiencies 
in general health may be at fault. 
When such things are corrected, 
fertility may be restored and tha 
desired child may soon be on ths 
way. 


CONSIDERABLE SKILL and ex- 


perience are necessary to Inves- 
tigate all the possibilities for ster- 
ility. Both husband and wife must 
be examined if thc^p is a real 
desire to find the solution. 


It cannot always be found, but 


in an increasing number of cases 
the results are turning out well. 
The successful outcome to prob- 
lems of this kind has brought^ 
happiness to many discouraged 
couples.

Donald J. Tyrell, director and 


teacher of the Victor C. Neumann 
School, Chicago, brought a perti- 
nent message to the record attend- 
ance at the NCIAARC meeting 
held Monday evening in the Re- 
tarded Children's school located at 
Lincoln Avenue and Third Street, 
Dixon. 


The role of school and that of 


parents should be correlated into 
bringing about and presenting a 
situation whereby the entire per- 
sonality of the child can be de- 
veloped, he told the group. 


What is personality? The person- 


ality of a human being is made up 
of the social, emotional, physical, 
intellectual, 
and 
character, 
he 


said. When anyone of these factors 
is impaired, or lacking, the others 
that are present should be trained 
to span the gap. 


Gives Example 


Just as in the case of the man 


with one arm, the good arm is 
tiained to do the work of both, 
never quite succeeding in being 
able to do the work of two arms 
but becomes much stronger than 
the ordinary one arm. One would 
not give physio-therapy to the arm 
that is missing, Tyrell reminded 
his audience. 


Likewise, in the case of mental 


retardation. 
Mental retardation, 


he said, is the absence of intellec- 
tual growth, either present at birth 
or due to any one of some 70 
known causes. 
If stress is laid 


upon reaching the child through 
the mental or intellectual factor 
one only tends to block the other 
normal areas and the restult is a 
frustrated, anti-social child. 


If stress is laid upon reaching 


the child through the physical, so- 
cial and emotional channels the 
gap \vill be spanned—not to the ex- 
tent of the normal, but to the de- 
veloping of the individual child in 
the making- of hia own personality, 
said Tyrell. 


Few Limitations 


In 
the Neumann school few 


limitations are set. Each child is 
given the 
freedom 
to develop 


without having the adult set him- 
self up as a God who tries to mold 
tne child into his own personality. 


The school should provide situa- 


tions whereby the child can have 
freedom to develop his personal- 
ity, through the social, emotional 
and physical areas. This should 
be carried 'over into the home, he 
remarked. 


It was his belief that it is not 


the behavior of the child that 
counts, but what is behind that 
behavior that is the big factor. 


The child's behavior 'may be 


due to the pressure being placed 
on him either at home or at school. 
He said parents must understand

whose prime concern seemed to 
b,e understanding the child. 


In preparation for the competi- 


tion in the outside world, he said, 
it is felt that the presence of a 
disturbed child in the group is al- 
ways an advantage. It gives these 
children the chance to overcome 
an obstacle. When they respond 
spontaneously trying to help that 
individual, that is growth, and 
progress. When the group is social- 
ly and emotionally adjusted such 
that during free period they de- 
sirp to be in groups of two and 
three, that is progress. 


Explains "Groups'* 


The advisability of size of class 


is always according to the individ- 
ual children in the gioup. Four 
have been considered a group, 
while the -addition of two might 
still 
be manageable 
with one 


teacher, the addition of another 
two. making a total of eight in a 
younger group would mean de- 
stroying of the entire group, and 
two teachers 
needed instead of 


one. In the older group from 10 
years or older up, 12 have been 
handled with three additional soon 
to be added, without any fear that 
there will be any disruption in the 
group. 
, 


During the question and answer 


period it was brought out that 
should these children in later life 
be found to have no home because 
of the death of the parents or oth- 
er circumstances, they will have 
had at least a third of their life 
in their own home where they are 
happier for the love and care found 
in the small family group. They 
will be better able to adjust to the 
changed situation and thereby be 
happier in the necessary change, 
from having had this training 
which is being provided in the 
Parent - Sponsored 
classes for 


trainable children. Many of these 
classified as trainable will be able 
to make a livelihood for themsel- 
ves due to the training they re- 
ceive. They are capable of holding 
jobs that the normal person can- 
not hold, due to the monotony or 
repetition- Surveys are being made 
to find these jobs and make them 
known to the parents of the-older 
retarded children.

York and New Jersey were 
advised by Sherman Adams, as- 
sistant to the President, that the

This en- 
abled the Small Business Adminis- 
tration and the Housing and Home 
Finance Agency in Washington to 
take steps to help flood victims. 


Val Peterson, Federal director

.JJEW YORK UFI— Many a busi- 


^lesman has looked forward to the 
day when he could add "& Son" to 
the firm's name. And many a cor- 
poration executive has looked 
around in his organization for a 
job -with sufficient prestige for hia 
son-in-law. • 
' Is that as good for the business 
as it is for the relative?' 


This very human practice of 


placing relatives in responsible 
jobs with - first regard for their 
kinship rather than for their merit 
or qualification goea by the jiame 
of nepotism. It's been around a 
long time, in politics and business, 
»nd the name originated in church 
practices of an earlier day. 


.A FamUy Affair 


In a family-owned business it's 


the family's own affair how. nepo- 
tism works out. The "& Son" can 
be .a family indulgence. Quite often. 
the son does a good job, some- 
times better than Dad did. 
: in a publicly owned corporation, 
nepotism is the concern of the 
many stockholders as well as oth- 
ers in the management. Some- 
times it works out fine. There are 
many examples of teams of two 
or more relatives doing a good 
job for a corporation's multitude 
of shareholder owners.

Trouble can arise within a cor- 


poration, the institute holds, be- 
cause the choice of relatives for 
top position more or less defeats 
any program of executive develop- 
ment. Also it breeds jealousy. 


There are points that can be 


made for nepotism, however; 


For one thing it is a very human 


and understandable trait for a 
man to aid the careers of his sons 
and hi» sons-in-law. 


Another is the steep federal and 


state inheritance tax. This often 
keeps the chief owner of a large 
company from passing control to 
his children, or leaving' them as 
much of an estate in other forms 
as he would like. 


So he, trie s to see that they in- 


herit top positions, even il the tax 
collector gets most of the proceeds 
of the stock holdings.

He said without the drug 
they would be difficult to control,, 
but under medication they offered 
little trouble and were able to live 
comfortably. 


ttudy, who with State Welfare 


Director Otto L. Bettag accompa- 
nied Stratton on the tour, said the 
drug Is expected to prove helpful 
in supervising inmates at Dixon 
and the Lincoln State School ajid 
Colony. 


Stratton said he found an "ideal 


situation" at the Galesburg hos- 
pital. Research at the hospital is 
concentrated on problems of older 
persons suffering from mental dis- 
orders. The governor is making a 
month-long tour of'all state Insti- 
tutions. 


SLratton commented favorably 


on the hospital's laboratory. 


"The big thing I noticed here," 


he said, "is we are trying to do 
something for people instead of 
just holding them in custody." 


He said he noticed no over-
